LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
may support a legal challenge 
against Heathrow’s expansion 
because of his preference for a new 
airport off the Kent coast. 

Transport Secretary Geoff Hoon announced 
on Thursday the Government had approved 
controversial plans for a third runway despite 
widespread opposition from residents, envi¬ 
ronmentalists and MPs. 

Mr Johnson has been a vocal opponent of the 
scheme and feels the option of a new airport 
off the Isle of Sheppey has not yet been frilly 
explored. 

At a transport question and answer session 
just hours before the Heathrow announce¬ 
ment was made, he told MPs the environmen¬ 
tal impact on the Thames Estuary would not 
be as bad as that created by a new runway 
at Heathrow 

He said: “I want to make it clear to every¬ 
body that there might be other solutions and it 
would be remiss of us to ignore them. 

‘Wherever, they will be considerably less 
damaging than expanding London’s major 
international airport in the west of London. 
That is not the way to go. 

“Any solution, including the Thames Estuary 
airport, has got to be better than that.” 


Sittingbourne and Sheppey Labour MP 
Derek Wyatt and Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter are two of many who have con¬ 
demned Mr Johnson’s plans. 

The RSPB also voiced its disapproval of the 
idea when it was suggested last September, 
saying it would be “the single biggest piece of 
environmental vandalism” ever perpetrated 
in the UK. 

However, there was a glimmer of hope that 
Mr Johnson could change his mind about the 
proposals when he indicated on Thursday that 
another possible alternative to a third runway 


at Heathrow could be to place more reliance on 
Kent International Airport at Manston. 

The comments were welcomed by Cllr 
Carter who became mired in controversy last 
November when he announced at a business 
meeting that Mr Johnson had agreed to drop 
his support for a Thames Estuary airport. 

The mayor later claimed he had agreed no 
such thing. 

Cllr Carter said on Friday: “I have had very 
constructive discussions with Boris Johnson 
and his officers and I quite understand he does 
not want another runway at Heathrow. 


“However, we do not want a Thames Estuary 
airport. I do support making the best use of 
our existing airports in the South East, such 
as Luton and Stansted, and welcome the 
opportunity of Kent International being 
turned into a significant regional hub. 

“When high-speed domestic rail services 
between Ramsgate and London start at the 
end of the year it will dramatically reduce 
travel times to and from the capital, making 
the airport an attractive option.”

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Fosterers have not 
been ‘shortchanged’ 

Passing of draft budget will see rise in p av 


COUNCIL leaders have defend¬ 
ed the amount of support the 
authority gives its foster carers, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent County Council was criticised by fos¬ 
terers and a Labour MP in last week’s Kent 
on Sunday for failing to pay out recom¬ 
mended levels of child maintenance money 

Cllr Leyland Ridings, the authority’s 
cabinet member for children, said: “Foster 
carers are really important to us, critical. 

“There are 700 in the county at this time 
and we do have to pay them well. 

“If we start sending them [children] out to 
independent fostering agencies they are 
significantly more expensive. We have a lot 
better control over our own people - we 
support them and train them well.” 

The article showed how KCC and 
Medway Council had been giving foster 
carers the lowest maintenance allowance 
for children in the South East and falling 
short of Government recommendations. 

While Medway had sharply increased its 
payments, in 2008-09 KCC is still paying out 
slightly less money for the day-to-day care of 
fostered children than the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families suggests. 

KCC says the DCSF allowed councils 
three years to phase it and by 2009-10, the 
deadline, it will be meeting the minimum. 

Cllr Ridings said: ‘Tor children aged 16-

plus we will be paying £192.71 and the DCSF 
recommends £179 so it is in excess of that.” 

He said the increase will go-ahead if the 
full council passes the draft budget, which 
it is expected to do. 

Rubbish 

‘We are now looking for 130 carers and if 
they think we are paying them rubbish 
that will not help,” Cllr Ridings said. 
“Combined with the professional fee we will 
pay more than £387.43 [for an older child].” 

The authority did not accept that it 
had, up until this year, been shortchang- 


^ ing its hundreds of foster carers. 

| Cllr Ridings said some fosterers had been 
g working for KCC for 45 years and would 
ft not have stayed that long if they had not 
5 been paid a “reasonable amount”. 

^ A spokesman for KCC added: ‘We’ve been 
g told by foster carers that money is not the 
P main motive. They want to provide the 
child with what they need, and as skilled 
professionals they are entitled to be paid for 
their work, which tends to be above and 
beyond most family life. 

‘We realise that training and support is 
key to the success of foster care in the county. 
Initial and on-going training is provided, as is 
the opportunity to study for a recognised 
professional qualification. 

“Local fostering groups, fostering social 
workers and an out-of-hours advice service 
are just some of the examples of the sup¬ 
port available to carers, whether they are 
new to the profession or have upwards of 40 
years’ service like some carers.” 

A recent Ofsted inspection of services for 
children and young people rated KCC ‘out¬ 
standing’ and ‘good’. 

Information sessions for prospective fos¬ 
ter carers are being held in Whitstable at 
the Community College on Monday, in 
Dartford on February 24 and in Sandwich 
on March 19. They run from 7-8.30pm.

lends his support to Manston, 
higher-ups at the airport say the 
approval of Heathrow’s third 
runway will not affect their own 
future expansion plans. 

A KIA spokesman said: “The 
decision recognises the impor¬ 
tance of aviation to the UK econ¬ 
omy and will ensure Heathrow’s 
position as a leading airport is 
maintained. 

“However, we believe the exist¬ 


ing runway here at Kent 
International has a significant 
role to play in alleviating the 
well-documented capacity prob¬ 
lems in the South East, especial¬ 
ly with the work at Heathrow not 
set to begin until 2015.” 

Kent International owner 
Infratil wants to build a new ter¬ 
minal at the airport and extend 
its existing runway, with hopes of 
seeing two million passengers 
per year using it by 2011. 


Meanwhile, homeowners in 
Dartford were handed a reprieve 
when the Government announced 
it was ditching plans for ‘mixed 
mode’ operations that would 
have meant all-day take-offs and 
landings at Heathrow. 

Had the proposals gone ahead, 
flight paths would have been 
moved eight miles further from 
the airport and therefore over 
the town. 

But Medway councillor Geoff 


Ruby warned people living in 
Cliffe the Heathrow approval did 
not mean they were safe from 
the possibility of a new airport 
being built in their backyards. 

He said: “The airport lobbyists 
have tasted blood and will be 
back for more. We must persuade 
the Government to change its 
policy, which caters to a predicted 
ever-increasing demand, or we 
will be fighting them on our 
doorsteps very soon.”

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County council threatened with strike 


UNION members at Kent 
County Council could go on 
strike after rejecting a proposed 
one per cent pay award. 

When announcing KCC’s draft 
budget last week, leader Paul 
Carter said he believed staff would 
be satisfied with the offer, given 
the current economic climate. 

However, the reality turned out 
to be quite different when about 
1,900 Unison members consulted 
by the union over Christmas said 
they would back industrial action. 

Service conditions officer David 


Buss said workers would be offi¬ 
cially balloted following approval 
from Unison’s industrial action 
committee, which will meet by 
January 27 at the latest. 

He added: “We had another 
meeting on Thursday with KCC, 
but they’re not prepared to 
increase their offer. 

“There are a number of reasons 
why we are not happy with the 
pay award. Firstly, our pay has 
fallen significantly compared to 
other government workers, so we 
have some catching up to do. 


‘We are the poor relations of 
many other public sector workers 
and our salary levels start about 
£1,000 lower than those in the 
NHS and police. 

“There’s also the fact that school 
support staff have only been 
offered one per cent and are work¬ 
ing with teachers who have been 
offered 2.5 per cent, so that’s obvi¬ 
ously led to a lot of resentment 
and ill feeling. It’s not that we 
want to rush ahead of the pack.” 

Unison members are also upset 
that several high-ranking offi¬ 


cials at KCC earn in excess of 
£100,000 per year and have 
asked the council to reconsider 
its offer. 

However, Cllr Carter told the 
BBC that the one per cent offer 
was “full and final”. 

He added: “We will go on 
negotiating with the unions and 
hopefully we can get them to see 
reason.” 

Any industrial action could 
begin in March, with disruption 
to many services expected if 
strikes and supported. 


Lumley angry over 
MoD scaremongers 


Lose pounds for 
pounds in NHS 
weight loss plan 

HEALTH bosses are calling for volunteers to 
take part in a trial that pays obese people to 
lose weight, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said hun¬ 
dreds of people stand to earn rewards from £70 
up to £425 for meeting their personal weight 
loss targets. 

Claire Martin, public health specialist for 
the primary care trust (PCT), said: “Achieving 
a healthier weight and encouraging people 
to choose a healthier lifestyle are major issues 
for the health service. 

“We hope this trial will help establish 
whether financial incentives can motivate peo¬ 
ple to shed the pounds - and keep them off. This 
is their chance to be one of the first and make 
the east Kent wide programme a success.” 

The PCT said it needed 300 volunteers and 
the amount of cash grows as targets become 
more challenging. This is the first public trial 
by the NHS of a weight loss incentive scheme.

ACTRESS Joanna Lumley has 
declared war on the Ministry of 
Defence for “exaggerating” the 
cost of allowing retired Gurkhas 
to settle in the UK, writes Steve 
Knight. 

Last September, High Court judges ruled 
the current system of allowing only those 
soldiers who retired after 1997 to remain in 
the UK was unlawful and ordered the 
Home Office to come up with new rules. 

Former Absolutely Fabulous star Lumley 
is backing a national campaign to secure 
equal rights for the Nepalese fighters, 
many of whom are based in Kent. 

Shorncliffe Barracks in Folkestone is 
home to the 2nd Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles who are currently serving in 
Afghanistan, while nearly half the soldiers 
from the Maidstone-based 36 Engineers 
Regiment are Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

Responding to fears Gurkhas will become 
too expensive as a result of the court ruling 
and be dropped from the Army as a result, 
Lumley said the numbers entering the 
country would be small compared to other 
immigrant figures. 

She said: “These stories that say letting 
retired Gurkhas live in the UK will cost bil¬ 
lions of pounds and be a drain on services like 
the NHS are simply MoD scaremongering. 

“The MoD is making wildly exaggerated 
claims that as many as 50,000 may come. 

“The Home Affairs Select Committee took 
evidence on this matter last year, and the 
figure is more likely to be between 3,000 
and 5,000. 


Drug farm find 
at business unit 

A CANNABIS factory with around 1,400 
plants worth £1,000 each has been raided 
by Kent Police. 

Officers were alerted after a member of 
the public reported ‘suspicious activity’ 
around a business unit at a Tonbridge 
industrial estate on Wednesday. 

Mailing District Chief Inspector Dave 
Pate said: “A cannabis factory like this isn’t 
unique, but is very unusual in west Kent. 

“What we have dismantled was clearly a 
very organised operation and we have made 
a significant dent in their supply chain.” 

Police said there were four growing rooms 
at the site, which used hydroponics to culti¬ 
vate the class C substance, and part of the 
premises had been adapted for the ‘garden¬ 
ers’ to live in.

“Let’s face it - even if the MoD’s figure 
was correct, all these retired Gurkhas have 
earned the right to settle here by serving 
and fighting in our army.

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Thousands of dead crabs washed up along Thanet beaches 


Poisoning payout 


Coastline of carnage 


MYSTERIOUS circumstances sur¬ 


round the beaching of thousands 
upon thousands of crabs on the 
Thanet coastline, writes Tom Betts. 

This week the bodies of velvet swimming 
crabs were washed up on shores all around the 
isle coast, but no definitive reason has yet been 
found for the deaths. 

Some think the sudden death of the velvet 
swimming crabs could be due to the cold 
weather. 

Tony Child, of the Thanet Coast Project, said: 
“It does seem to be linked to the weather, as it’s 
been particularly cold. 

“It is something which happened three or 
four years ago. It’s very strange.” 

However, he added that some crabs have 
been taken away to test for disease and “it was 
odd that no other species had been affected” by 
the cold. 

Crab numbers had just started to recover 
from the last wave of deaths. 

Mr Child said: “Last time it had a big effect 
on the population. During our seashore 
safari outings last summer we had just noticed 
that numbers were climbing again after not 
recording many for two or three years, but 
unfortunately we’ve been hit again which is 
sad really.”

A COURT has ordered Kent-based 
Superglazing Ltd to pay £9,000 after putting 
a family at risk of carbon monoxide poisoning. 

It has been reported the company built a 
conservatory at a home in Maidstone, which 
obstructed the external flue of the gas boiler. 

This led to a build of carbon monoxide and 
resulted in a 12-year-old boy being hospitalised. 

Superglazing Ltd pleaded guilty at 
Maidstone Magistrates’ Court. It was fined 
£4,500, and ordered to pay £4,500 costs.

AN elderly man has died following a house 
fire in Sheemess on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Firefighters were called at 1.36pm on 
Tuesday to reports that a blaze had broken 
out on the ground floor of a two-storey prop¬ 
erty in James Street. But despite attempts 
by paramedics to resuscitate him he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The cause will now be investigated by police 
but it is not being treated as suspicious. 

The victim has not yet been named.

The deaths seem to have been more preva¬ 
lent in Westbrook and Botany Bay. 

The velvet swimming crab, also known as 
the devil crab, is the largest swimming crab 
found in British coastal waters, with a shell 
width of up to 100mm. 

The body is coated with short hairs, giving 
the animal a velvety texture, hence the com¬ 
mon name. 

The mystery deaths were warmly welcomed 
by one set of island dwellers, however. 

The bird population had a field day feeding 
on the washed up crustaceans. 

Mr Child said: “When I went to Margate all 
I saw was crab legs and shells scattered every¬ 
where with webbed feet patterns in the sand. 

“It was clear the birds had been having a 
feast of a time. Their Christmas had come late 
this year.” 

The Environment Agency is investigating 
and is due to release its findings this week.

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New drugs strategy set to 
cause job losses at Pfizer 


MORE than 200 jobs could be cut at the 
Sandwich site of drug giant Pfizer. 

The company is slashing between five and 
eight per cent of its research staff across the 
world, meaning there will be job losses at the 
Kent site, which employs between 3,000- 
3,500 workers. 

The move reflects a new strategy that 
focuses research on six high-priority areas: 
oncology, Alzheimer’s disease, schizophrenia, 
pain, inflammation and diabetes. 

These have the highest possibility of suc¬ 
cess for Pfizer. They also address an unmet 
medical need and have high market growth 
potential. 

Other areas of research, including cardio¬ 
vascular disease, are being dropped. 

A spokesman for the company said: “Over 
the next several months we will reduce our 
Pfizer global research by five to eight per 
cent to better align our colleague base with 
our refocused research efforts. These reduc¬ 
tions will affect research sites globally. 

‘We are aware this decision will affect a 
number of people - colleagues, their families 
and the community. 

“We are committed to supporting our col¬ 
leagues through this transition. Pfizer does 


not make these decisions lightly.” 

Many of the staff at the Sandwich site are 
in temporary posts. 

The spokesman said: “Not all the staff work 
in the research site and not all are perma¬ 
nent, so I can’t give an exact figure as to how 
many will go - this would be inaccurate.” 

Thanet South Labour MP Dr Steve 
Ladyman said: “We can ill-afford to lose any 
quality jobs and I am saddened that a site 
that has made such a huge contribution to 
Pfizer’s fortunes is again going to see job 
cuts. One job lost is one too many and each 
and every lost job will be a tragedy for the 
person and family affected. 

“The only positive thing to come out of this 
announcement is that all the areas of 
research carried out at Sandwich have been 
identified as going forward and the site has 
been identified as an important player in 
Pfizer’s overall strategy and is safe going into 
the future.” 

Dr Ladyman said he had been in touch 
with the site leader to stress the need to keep 
as many of the job losses as possible volun¬ 
tary or through ‘natural wastage’.

Homeowners 

struggling to 
pa y mortg age 
given lifeline 


A MORTGAGE rescue 
scheme already available 
for struggling homeowners 
in five Kent regions has 
been extended across the 
county writes Steve Knight. 

People having trouble keeping up 
with their repayments will now 
be able to take a loan from or sell 
their homes to housing associations, 
who will then lease the property 
back to them. 

The £200 million National 
Housing Federation scheme began 
in the middle of December, with 
residents in Tunbridge Wells, 
Maidstone, Dartford, Tonbridge and 
Mailing and Shepway among the 
first to benefit. 

Chief executive David Orr said: 
“The mortgage rescue scheme will 
save thousands of vulnerable families 
from the nightmare of having their 
homes repossessed and give them the 
long-term stability they need. 

“This scheme will also serve to 
undermine those shadowy compa¬ 
nies currently making money out of 
people’s misfortune by buying their 
properties at substantially less 
than the going rate - and then only 
letting them stay on a short-term 
tenancy basis.” 

The Government-funded scheme is 
being rolled out across the UK by the 
affordable housing group HomeBuy. 

One of HomeBuy’s two agents is 
the Dartford-based firm Moat, 
which owns and manages almost 
19,000 homes throughout Kent, 
Sussex, Essex, Hertfordshire and 
south London. 

The scheme is targeted at families 
with small children, households with 
a disabled person, pensioners or those 


deemed ‘vulnerable’ in another way. 

A Moat spokesman said: “People in 
Kent who are interested in the mort¬ 
gage rescue programme need to go 
to their local authority, who will 
assess each case and then refer them 
back to us if they think they are suit¬ 
able. We will then be the provider of 
the scheme and that is what we are 
gearing up for at the moment.” 

Vulnerable 

Despite five Kent councils having 
been signed up to the scheme since 
December, the length of time it takes 
to process each application means 
Moat has not yet purchased any 
properties or provided any loans. 

According to the Communities 
and Local Government department, 
each case is expected to take 
about three months. 

Announcing the extension of the 


scheme on Friday, housing minister 
Margaret Beckett said: “For the 
most vulnerable households, the 
mortgage rescue scheme will be 
available across England to ensure 
they can remain in their homes. 

“This is part of a range of meas¬ 
ures the Government is putting in 
place to help households at risk of 
repossession in the current climate. 

“As well as expanding free debt 
and legal advice, we have increased 
the support available for people who 
lose their jobs, and are introducing 
the option for homeowners to defer 
part of the loan to give them the time 
they need to get back on their feet.”

A 34-YEAR-OLD man has been 
jailed for three-and-a-half years 
for slashing a homeless man 
across the face with a knife.

who treated the victim that saved 
the victim’s life. 

“I would like to thank the inves¬ 
tigation team whose exceptional 
work on this difficult and complex 
case brought about the guilty plea 
of Mr Harper and this result, 
which will place this dangerous 
man behind bars.”

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Warning over abuse directed at criminals wearing ‘Community Payback’ vests 


‘Let them pay back for 
their crimes in peace’

A JUSTICE minister has issued a 
stark warning to those abusing 
offenders on community punish¬ 
ments wearing the controversial 
high-visibility vests. 

Shahid Malik, who was visiting a Kent 
Probation project this week, said incidents in 
Medway of petty criminals being threatened 
with violence were “completely unacceptable”. 

The MP for Dewsbury said: “It is a disgrace 
and it is not what our society allows and not 
the values we promote. 

“It is a completely unacceptable act and 
those people might find they are the ones 
wearing these high-visibility vests with com¬ 
munity payback on them themselves.” 

Mr Malik oversaw offenders removing rub¬ 
bish and debris from the alleyways next to 
Rochester Cemetery on Tuesday afternoon. 

His visit came after Kent Probation was 
forced to temporarily withdraw the high vis¬ 
ibility vests from two community payback 
projects in Medway before Christmas 
because offenders were threatened violence 
from members of the public. 

Since the Government introduced the 
vests on December 1, the National

Association of Probation Officers (Napo) 
reported that there had been incidences 
across the country of offenders wearing the 
vests being abused, jeered at and even hav¬ 
ing missiles thrown at them. 

National and local paper website message 
boards filled with readers’ comments such 
as: “So what... Maybe then the offenders 
will feel real shame and guilt at the action 
which brought them to be on the receiving 
end of it.” 

But Mr Malik argued that the vests had 
been a success in showing the public that 


the criminal justice system was visibly 
working. 

He said although crime has been reduced 
by 35 per cent since Labour came to power in 
1997, people’s fear of crime was still signifi¬ 
cantly high and the Government was taking 
steps to address that. 

“The anecdotal feedback we have had says 
that the public is very much on our side and 
believes it is important for people to payback 
to society and that people should be able to 
see that happening,” he said. 

Kent Probation’s chief officer, Sarah 
Billiald, said: “Kent Probation enforces the 
wearing of vests at all of its community pay¬ 
back sites because it is important that jus¬ 
tice is seen to be done. 

“High-visibility vests were temporarily 
withdrawn at two Medway sites following 
threats of violence towards members of staff 
and offenders.” 

In Kent, only offenders working in charity 
shops do not have to wear the vests after the 
Ministry of Justice relaxed rules following a 
warning from the Association of Charity 
Shops that they could deter customers, put 
people off volunteering and “undermine 
rehabilitation”. 

Mr Malik added: “Some offenders feel it is 
humiliating to wear them, but to be blunt 
the objective is not to humiliate but maybe 
they will think twice before committing a 
criminal act.”

STUDENTS in Kent and 
Medway have been praised after 
scoring the best GCSE exam 
results ever. 

Kent County Council said that 67 per cent 
of pupils had achieved five A* to C grades in 
across all subjects in 2008, which was 2.5 per 
cent higher than in 2007. 

Medway Council revealed that 66 per cent 
of its pupils had met the target, compared to 
64 per cent the previous year. 

Students across the county had surpassed 
the national average. 

The results, published by the Department 
for Children, Schools and Families on 
Thursday, also included A-level scores and 
showed that grammar schools had outper¬ 
formed private schools. 

Kent and Medway are among the few local 
authorities to retain a selective education 
system and have 39 grammar schools. 

Welcoming the GCSE performance, Cllr 
Leyland Ridings, KCC’s cabinet member for 
children, said: “These are the best results 
Kent has seen - something all those students 
who sat their exams last year, the teachers 
who taught them and us as the local educa¬ 
tion authority can be rightly proud of.

Medway’s portfolio holder for children’s serv¬ 
ices Cllr Les Wicks said: “We have seen some 
exceptional results and I would like to congrat¬ 
ulate all the young people and teaching staff 
who have worked so hard and done so well.”

“Our schools have a strong record of 
improvement and I am confident that we will 
reach the government target.”

SIR Alan Sugar has been 
told to expect a warning 
letter from Kent County 
Council leader Paul Carter 
over the Government’s new 
apprenticeship scheme. 

The star of BBC One hit The 
Apprentice is the face of a new 
campaign promoting work-based 
training to employers, which Tory 
councillor Carter says is “doomed 
to failure”. 

He believes the scheme - which 
aims to have 20 per cent of post-16 
learners in modern apprentice¬ 
ships within 10 years - is too com¬ 
plicated and not attractive enough 
for businesses. 

Cllr Carter told Kent on Sunday: 
“The Government has put Alan 
Sugar in charge of promoting this 
campaign and I shall be writing to 
him to tell him it needs a reality 
check. He doesn’t believe in failure 
and neither do I, so hopefully he 
will agree with me that changes 
need to be made.” 


On Tuesday, Cllr Carter visited 
the House of Commons to give a 
talk on the subject at a seminar 
entitled Unlocking the Next 
Generation’s Talent. 

Also in attendance were 
Chatham and Aylesford Labour 
MP Jonathan Shaw - in his role as 
minister for the South East - and 
shadow secretary of state for inno¬ 
vation, universities and skills 
David Willetts. 

Last week Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown announced £140 
million funding for 35,000 trainee 


workers as part of a scheme run by 
the newly formed National 
Apprenticeship Service (NAS). 

Ministers see the upgrading of 
skills as vital if the UK is to stay 
competitive and in helping to cre¬ 
ate jobs in the economic downturn. 

Cllr Carter said that while he 
welcomed the extra funding he felt 
the Government was tackling the 
issue the wrong way. 

He said: “The guidance is compli¬ 
cated. Parents and young people 
don’t know how to access appren¬ 
ticeships and businesses have little 


incentive to engage in the current 
proposals. 

“This agenda is not just about 16- 
year-old school leavers. Too many 
graduates leave university without 
work-relevant degrees. As (former 
Home Secretary) Charles Clarke 
questioned, how many medieval 
historians do we need? 

“Universities need to deliver 
more work-based and sandwich 
degree courses linking higher edu¬ 
cation establishments with the 
needs of the local economy.” 

Cllr Carter said he also believed 


local authorities were better placed 
to deliver apprenticeship provision 
than a national body such as the 
NAS. He said KCC’s drive to pro¬ 
mote work-based learning had led 
to an 11 per cent reduction of 
unemployed youngsters in Kent, 
compared with a rise of 0.8 per cent 
nationally. 

Cllr Carter said: “This proves the 
success of our approach in Kent. 
We believe this is the way forward 
nationally for post-16 education 
and skills, which is why we have 
brought our case for change to the 
heart of Westminster. 

‘We will not break the culture of 
welfare dependency in this country 
and deliver a skills agenda fit for 
the 21st century until young people 
are enabled and encouraged to 
reach their full potential and 
achieve their ambitions.” 

Sir Alan Sugar will not be the 
first celebrity Cllr Carter has made 
contact with about a local or 
national issue. 

Last November he invited motor¬ 
ing guru Jeremy Clarkson to 
Ashford after the Top Gear presen¬ 
ter blasted the town’s controversial 
shared space scheme for vehicles 
and pedestrians.

On the trail of the ‘big cats’ 


New book delves into mysteries surrounding exotic felines

FROM a mystery creature 
roaming Pilgrim’s Way in 
1560 to the recent case of a 
family spotting a black pan¬ 
ther while eating at a fast- 
food restaurant, ‘big cat’ 
sightings in Kent date back 
for centuries, according to 
an expert. 

Neil Arnold, who lives in Rochester, 
has for nearly 20 years been investi¬ 
gating and collecting evidence that 
exotic animals such as pumas, leop¬ 
ards and lynxes are thriving in the 
Garden of England. 

He has now produced a book - 
Mystery Animals of Kent - docu¬ 
menting his findings. 

The 34-year-old said: “I wrote the 
book about the Kent sightings to sep¬ 
arate fact from fiction. 

“There’s no real mystery behind it 
although people love that side of it. 
But I’m interested in the animals’ 
welfare and in Dartford and Ashford 
they have been seen roaming with 
their young, so I monitor them. 

“It is just a privilege to say I’ve seen 
something.” 

In the 1960s and 70s big cats were 
seen as the ultimate fashion accesso¬ 
ry and could be bought in Harrods. 

But in 1976 the law changed and 
made it illegal to keep non-indige- 
nous pets without an expensive

licence. Instead of paying up, some 
owners released their big cats into 
the wild to fend for themselves. 

Mr Arnold is certain the creatures 
spotted in Kent are descendants of 
these animals, or could have been liv¬ 
ing in Britain for even longer. 

He said: “The Romans imported 
amphitheatres which used to have wild 
animals. From 1300-1500, people had 
menageries and up to the Victorian peri¬ 
od there were travelling zoos. Debate 
rages over whether the cats would have 
survived and bred since the mid-70s.” 

Mr Arnold received 184 sightings in 
2008, which he said was a quiet year 
because around 250 was the norm. 

Investigating them is not easy and 
he admits not all of them will be 
genuine and a lack of hard evidence 
plagues the world of big cat sightings. 

“The black leopard, or black pan¬ 
ther, was quite common in the swing¬ 
ing 60s, it was a symbolic animal and 
very iconic,” he said. 


“Pumas are normally fawn colour. 
The UK is perfect for these animals, 
it is generations from generations so 
these are very much British cats 
used to their surroundings.” 

Mr Arnold has spotted several of 
the animals himself including a black 
leopard in Medway, which is known 
as the Beast of Blue Bell Hill and a 
lynx, a species which used to native to 
this country, in West Mailing. 

The Beast of Bluewater has been 
seen on several occasions, he said. It 
is thought to be a puma and was spot¬ 
ted at of the giant shopping centre’s 
underground car parks. 

A family sitting eating a 
McDonald’s in the food court also got 
a fright when they saw the creature 
outside the window, he said. 

Last week the Forestry Commission 
revealed that two of its expert rangers 
had spotted big cats in 2002 and 2005 
while carrying out a deer survey in 
Gloucestershire. 

A survey by the British Big Cats 
Society reported more the 2,000 sus¬ 
pected sightings between 2004 and 
2005 across the country. 

Mr Arnold said a strange case he 
investigated recently was reports of a 
lynx sighting on the Isle of Sheppey 
where there has been a legend about 
a large cat since the 70s.

The homes market 


Prices in Kent are as much as 20 per cent down year on year but 
in many parts of the county there is a shortage of houses for sale, 
according to a unique KOS Media survey. We spoke with 40 
estate agents across the county to find out what is really happen¬ 
ing and discovered the news is not all bad. You may have to sell 
cheaper than you expected a year ago, but you can easily request 
that much off the house you wish to buy. To get a mortgage you 
will need a substantial deposit, but the rates are low and there are 
bargains to be had. This is a new era of house buying, but as one 
estate agent said: “People will always need somewhere to live.” 


ASHFORD: Any buyer now is serious about it 

DESPITE the gloomy outlook nationally, the 
town’s estate agents say there are signs buy¬ 
ers are on the lookout for the ideal home. 

Andy Stevens of Stevens and Co in 
Singleton, said: “Our appointment book is full.” 

The main problem for buyers is getting a 
good mortgage deal, he said. 

The local market is strongly influenced by 
many of the new homes in the area. Like 
many builders Bryant Homes is offering 
large discounts on these. At its Bridgefield 
development near Kingsnorth a four-bed¬ 
room Charleston house is £194,995. Com¬ 
plete in a fortnight and you get £20,000 off. 

CANTERBURY: Buy to let increases but there 
are not enough homes on offer 

RENTING is back as investors looking for 
returns take advantage of the student mar¬ 
ket. Several agents report that buyer 
enquiries are up on last year but no-one 
wants to sell. 

Caxtons’ Neil Boswell said: “You need a HIP, 
which costs over £300 that people are not pre¬ 
pared to spend. Demand outstrips supply.” 
This sentiment was echoed by other agents. 
Denise Miller of Kent Estate Agents said: 
“People are waiting to see what happens.” 

Ward and Partners’ Jonathan White said: 
“The market in the city is very localised. 
Some areas have taken a hit on house prices, 
others have hardly changed.” 

DARTF0RD: Ignore the gloom on the news, 
there really are bargains on offer 

A BETTER understanding of the property 
market has led to a revival of buyer interest 


in Dartford, according to Ward & Partners’ 
Tarkan Enver, who said: “Vendors may feel 
they’re losing money, but bigger houses are 
cheaper too so they could buy something they 
might not have been able to afford before.” 

While Wards may be doing better business 
since Christmas, Land Estates managing 
director Geoff Singh said his firm had not 
seen much difference due to it focusing more 
on the letting side of the market 

DOVER: Buyer interest rises as new year begins, 
if they want to sell they might as well try now 

THINGS are looking positive with sales on 
the up and agents have seen a rise in buyer 
activity over the past two weeks. 

Gareth Harmer, Ward and Partners, said 
properties up to £120,000 are selling the 
fastest, but many top-end properties have 
had to drop their prices significantly. He 
believes the fall is around 17 per cent. Others 
in the area agree. 


Damian Abel of Miles and Barr, added: “The 
buyers are there if the price is right.” 

F0LKEST0NE/SHEPWAY: Chain-free buyers 
with big deposit snap up bargains on the Marsh 

SHEPWAYS market has not escaped the 
downturn, although the year has started 
brightly, according to estate agents. 

Those sellers eager to move and lower their 
asking price are most likely to benefit, along 
with those who can raise a deposit. 

James Hawkins, of James Hawkins & Co in 
New Romney, said he was being kept 
extremely busy: “There’s a definite increase 
in first-time buyers, just so long as they can 
raise the 20 per cent deposit.” 

Charlie Athow, of Philip A Chapman in 
Hythe, also said January had seen an 
increase: “It seems to be everyone’s resolution 
to complete their move.” 

David Bateman of Bateman’s in Lydd said 
bungalows are best sellers.

AGENTS are seeing a rise in confi¬ 
dence in Maidstone, where prices 
have fallen by around 20 per cent. 

Tracey Keithson, Ward and Part¬ 
ners, said: “The drop in house prices 
is encouraging people to buy.” 

Your Move’s Oliver Blake says buy¬ 
ers are more aware of the market. 

MEDWAY: Has survived the battering 
better than some but there are too few 
homes for sale 

HOUSE prices have slumped by up 


to 15 per cent, say estate agents. 

Matt Allen, at the Chatham branch 
of Robinson Michael Jackson, said: 
“Medway prices have fared slightly 
better than elsewhere because of the 
regeneration and new high-speed 
commuter services into London.” 

Gillingham Ward and Partners’ 
Gary Smeeden said: “The issue is the 
lack of new properties up for sale.” 

Nigel Garrett of Rochester Lettings 
took a different view: “Why buy now 
when you can wait six to 12 months 
and get the same property for less?” 

SEVEN0AKS: Traditional high values 
wounded as City job losses force 
people to sell 

THE market is being boosted by 
homeowners looking for a bargain. 

Mike Hardy, of Location 360 in 
Borough Green, said his company 
had seen a definite increase in buyer 
interest. His tip is: “Be realistic about 
asking price. If you are losing 
£30,000, get the same off your buy.” 

Philip James, Strutt & Parker, 
added: “Sevenoaks is dependant on 
people working in the City, which is 
being devastated and so there will be 
people needing to sell.” 

SWALE: It’s not lack of buyers, it’s the 
lack of mortgages 

THE market is looking up but there 
are downsides. 

Rob Schweizer, of Harrison’s Res¬ 


idential, said buyer interest was up: 
“This is most likely caused by ven¬ 
dors asking for prices which better 
reflect the value of the homes on the 
market. However, reluctant lenders 
mean the market is not going as well 
as it could.” 

Bairstow Eves of Sittingbourne 
said: “The lending criteria needs to 
be altered so it reflects what buyers 
really need.” 

Buckey and Ward’s Sue Melloy 
said: “Repossessed properties are 
popular, but people putting private 
homes on the market is still slow.” 

THANET: Some agents see sales 
increase but sellers must be realistic 

THE market could be staging a par¬ 
tial recovery. 

Steve Dunbar from Your Move in 
Broadstairs said sales have been bet¬ 
ter than expected so far this year. 

Mark Sanders, at Lovetts in 
Birchington, added: “There’s been a 
50 per cent increase and that’s huge.” 

Paul King of Rogers and Hambridge 
in Westgate-on-Sea was more cau¬ 
tious: “I don’t think we could class 
what’s happening as a recovery yet.” 

TUNBRIDGE WELLS: Recession is set to 
increase homes for sale. But as your 
house value falls, so too does the one 
you wish to buy 

AGENTS have seen a rise in interest 
from buyers, and values are down 
between eight and 16 per cent. 

James Cairns, Hamptons Inter¬ 
national, said the company had seen 
an increase in the number of homes 
up for sale, adding people now “want 
to get on with their lives”. 

Winkworth Tunbridge Wells 
agreed with this sentiment. 

Amaud Giacomini of Your Move, 
was enthusiastic but said the compa¬ 
ny was seeing fewer homes up for sale.

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Postman delivers 
vaccine message

POSTCARDS have been sent to 
farmers throughout Kent remind¬ 
ing them to vaccinate their sheep 
and cattle against bluetongue. 

Awareness posters have also been put up at 
livestock markets, shows and veterinary sur¬ 
geries as part of a National Farmers’ Union 
scheme funded by the South East England 
Development Agency 

Bluetongue is an insect-borne viral dis¬ 
ease that can cause severe sickness and 
death in animals if untreated. Its name 
comes from the symptom of swollen lips 
and tongues seen in some cases. 

NFU South East policy advisor James 
Mulleneux said: “It is vital livestock keep¬ 
ers recognise the importance of protecting 
their animals and their livelihoods. 

“Farmers should contact their vet now, 
order BTV8 vaccine and make time to vac¬ 
cinate. Bluetongue hasn’t gone away and 
vaccination should be an annual priority 
within every livestock keeper’s health plan. 

“On the Continent, where vaccination 
was delayed or vaccine wasn’t used, the 
effects of the disease have been terrible, 
with more than 22,000 cases in France.” 

Farmers in the East and South East have 
so far been good at heeding the NFU’s 
advice, with 90 per cent voluntarily vacci¬ 
nating their animals last year. 

All animals vaccinated in 2008 need just 
one booster jab this year. Cattle not vacci¬ 
nated should receive two inoculations this 
winter, but sheep just one. 

Advice 

Bluetongue expert Dr Chris Oura will be 
giving advice on the disease at Ashford 
market, from 6pm on February 11. 

Meanwhile, a field officer at the Ring of 
Agricultural Machinery in Sussex and 
Kent (Ramsak) has been thanked by the 
county branch of the NFU for helping the 
union with its vaccination drive. 

Chris Smith attended the group’s annual 
meeting late last year, where he was pre¬ 
sented with two cases of beer by president 
Peter Kendall. 

Mr Smith said: “Ramsak is a rural net¬ 
work with a large number of members 
across the South East who contact us when 
they need help organising a specific job. 

“A lot of farmers needed help vaccinating 
their livestock, so we were able to point 
them in the right direction and get the right 
people to protect their sheep and cattle. 

“It was a huge surprise to be thanked and 
the gesture was gratefully received.”

A day in the life of 
Kent Highway Services 


Behdad Haratbar is the Head of Countywide 
Improvements for Kent Highway Services. It’s his 
job to make sure that we meet our objective of 
designing and constructing our annual programme 
of highway projects on time, within budget and in 
doing so, cause the least amount of disruption to 
the travelling public and the community. 

Describe your average working day? 

No two days are the same, my day starts very early 
and I pick up my emails on my Blackberry before 
leaving home. On arriving at the office, quite often, 
I head off to meetings dealing with various issues 
regarding future highway works, including 
planning, and what further improvements we can 
make in delivering a value for money service. 

On average, I manage nearly 6oo projects every 
year across the 12 districts of Kent, so naturally I 
am busy making sure all this happens. I have a very 
good management team who help me enormously 
in making sure that we deliver our work to improve 
the highway network in the county. 

Can you give an example of one of your schemes? 
One of the most significant and largest schemes we 


had to deliver recently was the resurfacing of the 
A229, Bluebell Hill, which is a major strategic road 
and carries around 26,000 vehicles a day. A scheme 
of this magnitude and complexity demanded expert 
planning and execution which we achieved by 
closing the road over a weekend. This offered a 
short working window of 55 hours to complete the 
works. 5,500 tons of surfacing material, 900 cats-eyes 
and six miles of white lining were replaced. The whole 
route was litter picked and swept and the drains 
along it were cleaned. The new surface has a much 
better ride quality, is significantly stronger and 
quieter than the one it replaced. It also suppresses 
spray in the wet weather, making night-time driving 
much safer. A post completion poll of road users 
showed that over 84% were in favour of and 
satisfied with what we did. 

Advice to other rising stars? 

Work hard and ensure you are in a sector you enjoy. 
There is nothing worse than working 60 hours a 
week in a role you are not passionate about. 

What’s the most rewarding aspect of your work? 
When the public write in to say thank you for a 
job well done. That means a lot to me. 


Overcoming problems 
with innovation 


Our highway designers have to overcome an 
increasing number of technical problems when 
designing new schemes. The issues they face are 
often created by difficult ground conditions, the 
need to reduce the impact of their work on the 
environment or having to deal with the implications 
of new legislation. To cope with these issues, we 
have to think very carefully about what we do and 
how, and when, we do it. 

As well as dealing with the multitude of technical 
problems associated with constructing new 
highway projects, we also have to be extremely 
careful to ensure we get the maximum value when 
we spend your money. This often means we have 
to be innovative in what we do. 

An example of how Kent Highway Services has 
used innovation is the £7.5m Thames Way public 
transport scheme, which was completed in 2008. 
This scheme involved widening the existing road 
onto a closed landfill site, to avoid the nearby 
£3om Kent Thameside Police HQ. 



The landfill site posed its own natural difficulties 
by being above a water-bearing chalk aquifer, 
so discussions with regulators and ground 
improvement specialists were necessary. After 
reviewing all our options, we decided to use the 
innovative Rolling Weight Impact Compaction 
technique to treat the difficult landfill material on 
site. This also prevented the expensive export of the 
landfill material from the site. This solution enabled 
us to achieve a saving of £3.6m. The addition of 
green waste compost improved the venting of the 
methane gas generated by the landfill.

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera Partnership is carrying out a three 
month pilot scheme using speed cameras to detect motorists not wearing 
seatbelts or using a mobile phone while they are driving. As a result around 
100 people are being identified a month as committing these offences. 
Safety cameras can help address three of the main factors which 
contribute to collisions that end with serious consequences - speeding, 
being distracted while driving and not wearing a seat belt. 

By not wearing a seatbelt, you are twice as likely to die in a crash. Some 
people may not wear a seatbelt on a short journey, but in a crash at 3omph 
your body weight would be multiplied 25 times. The outcome of crashing 
at this speed when not wearing a seatbelt would be either smashing into 
something inside the vehicle, or smashing through the windscreen. 

It is a criminal offence to use a mobile phone while driving. In addition 
to the consequences of being fined or facing a prison sentence, using a 
mobile phone has been shown to impair a driver’s ability to the same 
extent as if they were above the legal alcohol limit. In a recent survey, 
99% of the 1119 people questioned said they viewed using a mobile 
phone while driving as 'unacceptable behaviour 1 . 

Anybody detected during the pilot scheme will receive a letter letting 
them know that they have been caught on camera. Depending on the 
outcome of the pilot scheme, enforcement of these offences at camera 
sites could be rolled out countywide this year. 

This activity is in addition to the enforcement carried out by Kent Police.

Tory leader backs Kinasnorth power plans at Q&A

CONSERVATIVE leader David 
Cameron reaffirmed his position on 
plans for the new Kingsnorth 
power-plant during a fast-paced 
question and answer session with 
the public this week. 

The leader of the Opposition said his 
party supports the construction of the con¬ 
troversial coal-fired power stations - but 
only if “clean” carbon capture and storage 
technology is also introduced. 

Speaking in Chatham on Monday night, 
Mr Cameron said: “We have to accept 
there’s a looming energy gap developing in 
our country. 

“North Sea gas is running down, the 
nuclear power stations are coming to the 
end of their lives and yet energy demand 
continues to grow. 


“We need new power stations to be built, 
but our view is that they should not build 
new coal-fired units unless they are fitted 
with at least an experiment for carbon cap¬ 
ture to make sure the technology can work. 

“It’s an exciting technology and it may 
mean we can have coal-fired power stations 
that are clean. 

“We should be leading the world on this. I 
think the Government needs to be more 
imaginative and say very clearly no more 
coal-fired power stations unless they are fit¬ 
ted with an experiment for this technology.” 

Issues 

During the hour-long Q&A session at the 
Church of Christ the King in Dove Close, Mr 
Cameron fielded questions on a number of 
political issues. 

The 250-strong audience sought his views 
on areas ranging from the economy, the ben¬ 
efits system and knife crime to the police 
force, transport and rail links and further 
education. 

When asked about the numbers of immi-

grants in Chatham, Mr Cameron said: “I 
think immigration has been good for Britain 
over many years. I think it has benefited our 
society, with people coming here, working 
hard and making a contribution. 

“But it’s also very important to say to 
people that immigration should be con¬ 
trolled. A country can’t manage an unlimit¬ 
ed number of people and we need to have a 
controlled system in place.” 

On the subject of selective education, Mr 
Cameron confirmed: “Grammar schools have 
absolutely nothing to fear from a 
Conservative government. 

“Grammar schools do a very good job. 
Areas of the country, like Kent, that have 
decided to keep selective education can go on 
with that. 

“I don’t think we should be threatening 
grammar schools in any way.” 

The Conservative leader’s whistle-stop 
Cameron Direct visit was well-received by 
the crowd, with generous applause follow¬ 
ing most of his responses.

Paranormal Society (LPS) will be conducting 
vigils and psychic experiments there as part of 
its Battle of the Haunted Forts series. 

Members of the public are invited to take 
part in the search for spectres, which also 
includes visits to two haunted forts in Essex 
and a third in Suffolk. 

LPS founder Ian Shillito, who in 2006 
appeared several times on the Living televi¬ 
sion show Most Haunted, said he was excit¬ 
ed about the trip to Kent. 

He said: “I adore Fort Amherst - it’s a 
ghost hunter’s dream because it has some 
phenomenal stories attached to it. 

“The things that interest me the most are 
apparitions and poltergeists, and a lot of 
people have reported them so it will be 
interesting to see what happens. 

“We may see some strange things or we 
may not. But we want people to go on a 
journey of discovery over the seven hours 
we will be there, and I’m sure they will.” 

Originally more than three kilometres in 
length, Fort Amherst was a vast network of 
underground tunnels with a garrison that 
had a complement of 125 guns at its peak. 

It was declared defensively obsolete in 
1820 but the tunnels made it an ideal base 
for local civil defence and anti-invasion 
planning during World War Two. 

According to the LPS, the fort is now 
“stuffed to the brim” with paranormal sto¬ 
ries and apparitions. One such tale involves 
a Napoleonic drummer boy who hits visi¬ 
tors on the backs of their legs, while anoth¬ 
er is a floating man in Victorian clothing. 

Mr Shillito describes himself as “sensi¬ 
tive” to the spiritual world but says he is 
still able to be objective during ghost hunts. 

He said: “I do believe in life after death

but I’m still very cynical about it too. We at the 
LPS don’t claim to be scientists or parapsy¬ 
chologists, but we do have a tremendous pas¬ 
sion for what we do.

I 
think it’s a deeply-ingrained thing that comes 
from our pagan roots.”

Pesticide ban 
sparks fears 
for crop yield 


A KENT MEP and the National 
Farmers Union have lashed out 
at Euro chiefs for voting to ban 
many pesticides used on food 
crops. 

The controversy over the use of pesticides 
has raged for decades, with many advocating 
less pesticide use as a good thing. But others 
argue they are vital in the battle to beat 
pests and disease that can destroy crops. 

If pesticides are reduced, other measures 
would then be needed to protect our food, and 
that will drive up prices, said Kent Tory MEP 
Daniel Hannan. 

Now the European Parliament has voted to 
prohibit the use of many of them after turn¬ 
ing its back on appeals from farmers and 
MEPs. 

Producers say the decision means food 
prices will go up for UK families as farmers 
struggle to keep afloat in what are already 
tough economic times. 

The directive is predicted to have dire 
effects for the county’s farmers, with some 
predicting up to a 50 per cent loss in yields 


ROBERT Mitchell is a Sevenoaks 
farmer worried about the EU vote. 

His family has run the 170-hectare Foxbury 
Farm for 100 years, producing apples and 
pears for major supermarkets, processing 
factories and local purchasers. 

He said: “On cost grounds alone, most 
farmers are reluctant to use pesticides other 
than as a last resort. We have our own 
weather station to monitor pest and disease 
risks and we make use of natural predators, 
which often do the job for us. 

"However, we do rely on modern, efficient, 
safe pesticides to deal with problems that 
may get out of hand. We have confidence in 
the UK Pesticides Safety Directorate who reg¬ 
ulate materials cleared for use. 

“If key products are no longer available, we 
may not be able to continue growing our crops 
and this would hand the market back to 
imported fruit, which is often sprayed with 
chemicals not allowed in the EU.”

such as potatoes, while others fear the UK 
carrot industry could be decimated. 

Mr Hannan said: “Where is the evidence 
the pesticides are deleterious to human 
health? We come to that old Brussels stand¬ 
by ‘the precautionary principle’. We don’t 
know the designated substances are harm¬ 
ful, runs the reasoning; then again, we don’t 
know they aren’t. 

“The precautionary principle puts farmers 
in the impossible position of having to prove 
a negative. 

“No pharmaceutical company wants to sell 
a toxic product, and thus open itself to colos¬ 
sal liabilities.” 

The NFU said it is “dismayed” at the new 
EU rules. It said the plan could see the 
removal of around one fifth of crop protection 
products from the market-place. 

The regulation, which focuses on the phas¬ 
ing out of certain pesticides and a change in 
the approvals process for others, needs to be 
enacted in domestic law by 2011. It will also 
mean all EU governments must adopt 
National Action Plans for pesticide use. 

The NFU in Kent said it is disappointed, 
but concedes the version of the regulation 
approved is better than previous versions. 

Speaking from Strasbourg, NFU deputy 
president Meurig Raymond said: “Pesticides 
are already one of the most heavily regulated 
chemicals in the EU. The NFU remains wor¬ 
ried these further restrictions could lead to 
reductions in crop yields and quality and a 
rise in food prices for staples like potatoes and 
broccoli. 

“Some MEPs made significant efforts to 
amend the text, recognising it wouldn’t be 
possible to produce the fruit and vegetables 
we do without the necessary tools.” 

The legislation still has to be endorsed by 
the Council of Ministers, but that is expected 
to be a formality. 

A Defra spokesman said: “We are looking 
at the vote and will investigate potential 
impact.”

He said: “When we received the photo¬ 
graphs we knew we had to do something 
with them, firstly because they were really 
good and secondly, because he worked with 
quite a number of well-known names. 

“Gay had a particular eye for things and he 
would capture people, objects and buildings 
in a very unique way. 

“I must confess I hadn’t heard of him before 
we received the collection, but he published 
books with the likes of John Betjeman and 
was clearly quite an important person.” 

Bom Hans Gohler in Karlsruhe, Germany, 
in 1909, Gay moved to England and changed 
his name prior to the outbreak of World 
War Two. He settled with his wife in 
London, which is where he based his 
professional photography business, and 
was soon taking pictures for a number of 
different publications. 


In total, Gay amassed a collection of about 
40,000 images before his death in 1999. 

Mr Sargent said: “A lot of the pictures Gay 
took were of street scenes that were the 
bread and butter of our national heritage 
back in the 1950s and 60s. 

“For example, one of the pictures is of two 
ladies sitting on a swing-boat at the fair¬ 
ground. I remember them, but you don’t see 
them around anymore, probably for health 
and safety reasons. Gay’s work can be used 
as a record of what life used to be like, but it 
can also stand alone as something that is 
simply interesting to look at.”

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Model ambition 

Determined daughter helps mum recover from 
cripp ling illness to embark on fashion venture

THE AFFECTS of a debilitating 
and rare disease left a mother-of- 
four sinking into deep depression. 

But her teenage daughter “bullied” her 
into doing something positive and now, only 
four years after she suddenly found herself 
blind and paralysed, Trisha Alleyne is set to 
launch her first business venture. 

In 2004 Mrs Alleyne, 42, who lives in 
Gillingham, Medway, was diagnosed with Devic’s 
disease (neuromyelitis optica), which affects the 
optic nerves and spinal cord. While recent 
research suggests it is a separate condition, it 
has similarities to multiple sclerosis (MS). 


The former professional dancer said: “I had 
no sight or use of my legs and I spiralled into 
very deep depression. 

“But I was helped by my husband and 
daughter, who was 14 at the time and who bul¬ 
lied me into looking at everything I could do 
with my life in spite of being disabled.” 

Her daughter, Ishama, now 18, had mod¬ 
elled from a young age but her parents had 
told her to put off a career in the fashion 
industry until she had finished her GCSEs. 

The idea for the aptly named Inspiration mod¬ 
elling agency grew from those early experiences 
and the company is holding its first model audi¬ 
tions on Sunday, January 18, at Woodlands 
School Community Centre in Gillingham. 

Mrs Alleyne told how quickly the devastat¬ 
ing disease took hold of her body: “It pro¬ 
gressed from a pain in my head. The next 
thing I remember was my daughter came 


home from school and found me in the chair 
and phoned for an ambulance. 

“Three days later I was totally blind. It 
totally threw doctors at Medway Maritime 
they had never seen anything like it. They 
did not know what to do with me.” 

After doctors diagnosed the condition she 
was sent to King’s College Hospital in London, 
which specialises in neuroscience. 

“One day the consultant brought in a wheel¬ 
chair and said ‘this is going to be your friend 
for the rest of your life. We have given you 
everything and your body has not responded’. 

“I can only put it down to the grace of God 
but after 18 months I started to regain my 
sight and the paralysis started to wear off. 

“The consultant told me ‘whatever you are 
doing keep doing it. There is no explanation or 
reason you are walking, I cannot tell you how 
or why’.” 

The rare condition is named after French neu¬ 
rologist, Eugene Devic, who described its fea¬ 
tures 1894. Mrs Alleyne said she thought there 
were only 27 cases in the UK at present. 

It had devastating effects for the family. Mrs 
Alleyne, who had given birth shortly before 
she became unwell, said: “My husband was 
working 12-hour shifts and had to give up his 
job and become my carer. 

“My eight-year-old, who was only four at the 
time, became my eyes at home and led me 
round the house.” 

But it was Ishama who pushed her mother, 
she said: “She could see that part of the depres-

sion was not just coming to terms with the con¬ 
dition but the fact I felt I could not do anything. 

“I was stuck in a wheelchair and dependant 
on people to do everything, but she got me to 
write a business plan about how we would get 
the agency off the ground. 

“I thought ‘who does she think she’s speak¬ 
ing to’ but I’m so grateful. If she had not been 
so determined I hate to think how I would 
have ended up.” 

Mrs Alleyne has been left visually impaired 
by the condition but has regained her confi¬ 
dence and spoke excitedly about the modelling 
agency venture. 

She said it was different from other agencies 
because it would offer its models the chance to 
gain fashion industry qualifications, which 
would include numeracy, literacy and IT train¬ 
ing as well as hair and beauty techniques.

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Asda robber jailed for 15 years 


A MAN has been sent to prison for an armed 
robbery at the Asda supermarket in 
Sittingboume in which £100,000 was stolen. 

Stephen Dalligan, 48, of Caletock Way, 
Greenwich, was sentenced to 15 years at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Tuesday. 

Dalligan was found guilty by a jury on 
December 8 after a four-week trial to charges 
of robbery, possessing an imitation firearm, 
false imprisonment and concealing criminal 
property. 

The court heard that on May 13, 2008, 
Dalligan carried out the armed robbery as two 
security guards were loading a cash machine 
at the supermarket on the Trinity Trading 
Estate. 

Kent police arrested Dalligan, a self- 


employed motor dealer, 11 days later and offi¬ 
cers recovered more than £50,000 cash and a 
BMW X5 during the investigation. 

Det Insp Martin Lyddon, of the serious and 
organised crime unit, said: “This has been a 
thorough investigation and has resulted in the 
imprisonment of a highly dangerous and cal¬ 
culated individual. 

“This sentence reflects the seriousness of 
this offence and the significant danger that 
Dalligan posed to the public.” 

Chole Brown, 23, of Ratcliffe Close, Grove 
Park, south London, appeared at court on 
December 8, charged with aiding and abetting 
Dalligan, and aiding and abetting Dalligan to 
possess an imitation firearm. 

She was found not guilty.

Flights still fancy 

THE approval of plans for a third runway at 
Heathrow has reignited the debate over 
whether an alternative could be built off the 
Kent coastline. 

If you ask countless residents, environmen¬ 
talists and politicians, the answer to that 
question is a resounding ‘no’. 

Yet despite all the evidence to suggest such 
a development would be disastrous for the 
Thames Estuary, London Mayor Boris 
Johnson still thinks it would be a better 
option than expanding Heathrow. 

We can only hope he is the only one who does. 

Regardless of Mr Johnson’s feelings about 
the airport, public reaction to the third 
runway plans is likely to vary depending on 
where in Kent you live. 

Certain people in Dartford will no doubt 
be happy that plans for a larger flight path 
that would have covered their town have now 
been ditched, while some in Medway are still 
not convinced they are safe from a new air¬ 
port at Cliffe. 

The Tories say they will scrap the Heathrow 
proposals if they win the next General 
Election, so it is safe to say the UKs flight 
capacity problem is far from being solved. 

The next few years should be veiy interesting.

Breaking the silence

“WHEN the truth is 
replaced by silence,” the

It may appear that the silence 
on Gaza is broken. The small 
cocoons of murdered children, 
wrapped in green, together with 
boxes containing their dismem¬ 
bered parents, and the cries of 
grief and rage of everyone in that 
death camp by the sea can be 
witnessed on al-Jazeera, 
YouTube, and even the BBC. 

But Russia’s incorrigible poet 
was not referring to the ephemera 
we call news; he was asking why 
those who knew the why never 
spoke it, and so denied it. Among 
the Anglo-American intelli¬ 
gentsia, this is especially striking. 

It is they who hold the keys to 
the great storehouses of knowl¬ 
edge: the historiographies and 
archives that lead us to the why. 

They know the horror now rain¬ 
ing on Gaza has little to do with 
Hamas or, absurdly, ‘Israel’s right 
to exist’. They know the opposite 
to be true: that Palestine’s right to 
exist was cancelled 61 years ago 
and the expulsion and, if neces¬ 
sary, extinction of the indigenous 
people was planned and executed 
by the founders of Israel. 

Every subsequent ‘war’ Israel 
has waged has had the same 
objective: the expulsion of the 
native people and the theft of more 
and more land. The lie of David 


and Goliath, of perennial victim, 
reached its apogee in 1967 when 
the propaganda became a right¬ 
eous fury that claimed the Arab 
states had struck first against 
Israel. Since then, mostly Jewish 
truth-tellers such as Avi Shlaim, 
Noam Chomsky, Tanya Reinhart, 
Neve Gordon, Tom Segev, Uri 
Avnery, Ilan Pappe and Norman 
Finkelstein have undermined this 
and other myths and revealed a 
state shorn of the humane tradi¬ 
tions of Judaism, whose unre¬ 
lenting militarism is the sum of 
an expansionist, lawless and 
racist ideology called Zionism. 

In Gaza, the enforced starva¬ 
tion and denial of humanitarian 
aid, the piracy of life-giving 
resources such as fuel and water, 
the denial of medicines, the sys¬ 
tematic destruction of infrastruc¬ 
ture and killing and maiming of 
the civilian population, 50 per 
cent of whom are children, fall 
within the international stan¬ 
dard of the Genocide Convention. 

In 2001, the authoritative Jane’s 
Foreign Report disclosed the 
Blair government had given Israel 
the green light to attack the West 
Bank after it was shown Israel’s 
secret designs for a bloodbath. It 
was typical of new Labour’s endur¬ 
ing complicity in Palestine’s agony. 


However, the Israeli plan, 
reported Jane’s, needed the “trig¬ 
ger” of a suicide bombing which 
would cause “numerous deaths 
and injuries [because] the 
‘revenge’ factor is crucial”. This 
would “motivate Israeli soldiers 
to demolish the Palestinians”. 

What alarmed Sharon and the 
author of the plan, General 
Shaul Mofaz, then Israeli chief of 
staff, was a secret agreement 
between Yasser Arafat and 
Hamas to ban suicide attacks. 

On November 23, 2001, Israeli 
agents assassinated the Hamas 
leader Mahmoud Abu Hanoud 
and got their “trigger”: the sui¬ 
cide attacks resumed in response 
to his killing. 

Something uncannily similar 
happened on November 4 last 
year when Israeli special forces 
attacked Gaza, killing six people. 

Once again, they got their prop¬ 
aganda ‘trigger’: a ceasefire sus¬ 
tained by the Hamas govern¬ 
ment - which had imprisoned its 
violators - was shattered as a 
result of the Israeli attacks, and 
home-made rockets were fired 
into what used to be called 
Palestine before its Arab occu¬ 
pants were ‘cleansed’. 

On December 23, Hamas 
offered to renew the ceasefire, 



but Israel’s charade was such 
that its all-out assault on Gaza 
had been planned six months 
earlier, according to the Israeli 
daily Haaretz. 

In fact, Hamas’s real threat is 
its example as the Arab world’s 
only democratically elected gov¬ 
ernment, drawing its popularity 
from its resistance to the 
Palestinians’ oppressor and tor¬ 
mentor. Likewise, Hamas is 
never described as a government, 
let alone democratic. Neither is 
its proposal of a 10-year truce 
reported as a historic recognition 
of the ‘reality’ of Israel and sup¬ 
port for a two-state solution with 
just one condition: that the 
Israelis obey international law 
and end their illegal occupation 
beyond the 1967 borders. 

Breaking the lie of silence is 
not an esoteric abstraction, but an 
urgent responsibility that falls to 
those with the privilege of a plat¬ 
form. For what happens in Gaza is 
the defining moment of our time, 
which either grants war criminals 
impunity and immunity through 
our silence, while we contort our 
own intellect and morality, or it 
gives us the power to speak out.

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Case of divided loyalty 

LAST week’s front-page story, Controversy 
Over Cash to Foster Kids, highlighted an 
issue which Labour county councillors have 
been concerned about for some time - namely, 
KCC’s reluctance to provide a fair financial 
deal for looked-after children and their carers. 

We have also in the past pointed out how 
KCC baulked at paying its own £50 adminis¬ 
tration charge for looked-after children to get 
the Freedom Pass - while allowing children 
at independent schools to make use of the 
scheme and receive subsidised bus travel. 

A Kent on Sunday story back in December 
had KCC’s Conservative cabinet member for 
education, Mark Dance, urging the 
Government to allow an extra grammar 
school to be built in the country to make room 
for those children deprived of their private 
education by the impact of the credit crunch. 

There is, of course, the issue of whether or 
not all children who would have otherwise 
attended independent schools should be 
eligible for education at grammar schools if, 
as Conservative-led KCC claims, admissions 
are based entirely on academic ability, not 
social status. 

But setting that aside, it is crystal clear 
that - in what Mr Dance called the ‘special 
circumstances’ of the economic downturn - 
the first concern of KCC is not to ensure that 
those looking after vulnerable children are 
adequately supported, but instead to provide 
a fall-back position for the privileged.

Lessons must be learnt 

WITH friends like Mr Seaton, from the ultra¬ 
right wing Campaign for Real Education, 
one could almost feel sorry for the KCC’s 
education cabinet member Mark Dance. 

Despite CRE saying that all Kent’s 
grammars should be preserved, Mr Dance, 
like anyone involved at the sharp end of 
education, knows that trying to maintain all 
of Kent’s grammar schools in an environment 
of falling school rolls can only further 
distort the allocation of resources in Kent’s 
secondary schools. 

The Government is, quite rightly, allocating 
funding to, and insisting, that Kent addresses 
the large number of their secondary schools 
that do not achieve 30 per cent A*-Cs at GCSE 
(including maths and English). It is no longer 
acceptable to expect parents to send their chil¬ 
dren to schools with such a low expectation. 

Many of Kent’s grammar schools can no 
longer attract the numbers of pupils to 
maintain a broad curriculum. 

If Kent Tories won’t embrace the non-selec- 
tive school system adopted by the rest of the 
country they have limited choices - they can 
either sanction mergers or lower entrance 
standards to attract a larger intake. 

Or would Mr Seaton prefer that even more 
resources were ringfenced for the 20 per cent 
in Kent grammars at the expense at the 80 
per cent of children in Kent’s other schools?

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letter of the previous week and lay all the ills of 
the education system on selection at 11-plus. 

I’m not 100 per cent in favour of selection 
as it is practised today; no more do I wholly 
support the comprehensive system. 

Both have their good and bad points. 

The reason for the setting up of the 
Tripartite System in the 1940s was to 
ensure that pupils should receive a free sec¬ 
ondary education appropriate to their ability, 
regardless of social class or parental income. 

Like it or not, intelligence follows a normal 
distribution across the population and 
appropriate education for (say) the top two 
standard deviations would not be appropriate 
for the bottom two, and vice versa.

AS more people across Kent lose their jobs 
and have their homes repossessed spare a 
thought for those who will never face this 
predicament.

More than 10,400 
households received court summonses. 
Bailiffs were used on no fewer than 6,900 
visits. 

In Maidstone, where there are 25 council 
officers earning in excess of £50,000, more 
than 5,600 households were sent on a court 
summons for council tax arrears. Bailiffs 
were used on more than 2,200 occasions. 


The council is already considering a coun¬ 
cil tax increase of 4.9 per cent. It is further 
evidence of an authority incapable of living 
within its means. 

In Canterbury, a court summons was sent 
to 6,926 households. Bailiffs made 2,819 
visits. One person was made bankrupt. 

Intimidation is now the raison d’etre of 
these shabby councils. So why vote for more 
of the same?

Bin this stealth tax 

AT the end of November, 2008, laws which 
allow the Government to impose new 
charges for household rubbish collections 
received Royal Assent. Ministers have 
confirmed the Office of National Statistics 
will classify these new charges as a tax.

FOR nearly 25 years the K6 Jubilee Kiosks 
campaign has saved many kiosks all over 
Kent - at least 12 have been listed. 

However, in east Kent and probably 
elsewhere, listed K6s are not being repaired 
and are dangerous - left in some cases just to 
rot with reports to British Telecom over four 
months not acted on. 

A dozen examples in Kent of sad, neglected 

- even dangerous - K6 red telephone kiosks 
are: Tenterden - damaged door; Harbledown 

- no light for six months; Littleboume - no 
light and damaged structural damage for six 
months; Wincheap, Canterbury - damaged, 
broken glass, no light for three months; 
Westgate Towers, Canterbury - damaged 
structure and windows for 18 months; 
Longport, Canterbury - damaged struc¬ 
ture for 18 months; St Dunstans, 

Canterbury - no light for six months; 
Folkestone Harbour - damaged structure 
for one year; Selling railway station near 
Faversham - damaged structure for six 
months; Postling, near Hythe - damaged 
structure and no light; Bishopsboume, 
near Canterbury - no light for one year; 
Reading Street, St Peters, Broadstairs - no 
light for eight months. 

BT is leaving phones in an unusable 
state and not going through the proper 
procedure for removal of a payphone.

BT is trying to save just £17 per year per 
kiosk in electricity supply cost, which is 
mean and compromises public safety.

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VW’s hole in one 
with latest Golf 


IF the VW Golf was not already 
the best family hatchback on the 
market, it is now. 

The Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra have 
previously outsold it by virtue of fleet sector 
clout, but the VW has always scored where 
the real profits are made. And the new car 
is also smart and refined enough to attract 
people looking to downsize from larger cars. 

With sharpened styling and that main¬ 
stream/premium badge on the bonnet, 
there really is no excuse now for them not to 
put their money where their mouths are. 

The new car is every bit as revolutionary 
as the 1970s original, but the best bits of the 
previous car have also been carried over to 
create a family hatch to match and even 
shame larger models. 

Last time around, stung by criticism that 


the Golf no longer lived up to its reputation 
as a car for keen drivers, VW put every¬ 
thing into the car’s chassis and perhaps cut 
comers with the interior. 

So good was the resulting driving experi¬ 
ence that VW has been able to re-use the 
chassis layout and re-invent the rest; it 
looks sleeker, better-made and is lovely to 
ride in and drive and is also available with 
VW’s Adaptive Chassis Control system 
allowing three modes for suspension, steer¬ 
ing and throttle response. 

With so much evident quality, the badge, 
plus the usual promise of decent second¬ 
hand values, the latest Golf (from £12,975) 
looks better value too against opposition list 
prices - the cheapest Focus is only £200 less 
and the Astra starts at a £1,000 less. 


The new car launched this month with a 
raft of engine choices and S, SE and GT 
trim levels - more powertrains, including 
an ultra eco-friendly BlueMotion and an 
heir to the GTI crown, are due in mid-2009. 

Diesels will take nearly 60 per cent of sales 
and the new 2.0-litre TDI 110PS/108bhp 
(from £15,468) unit impresses with its 
refinement and a claimed average of nearly 
60mpg - it’s no slouch either with a 0-62mph 
of 10.7 seconds achieved with little fuss. 

This is not just a tribute to the smoothness 
of the engine, but meticulous attention 
applied to engineering and damping out 
NVH (noise, vibration and harshness) factors. 

There are, for instance, all-new door and 
window seals and an extra sound-damping 
wafer within the windscreen. 


To prove the point, VW had a previous 
generation Golf on hand at the launch and 
invited us to take decibel readings from 
new and old; I won’t bore you with figures, 
but the new car is significantly quieter and 
probably challenges leading compact exec¬ 
utive saloons. 

But if I was to pick a dark horse from the 
new line-up, it is the lively and nimble 1.4- 
litre 122PS/120bhp turbocharged petrol 
model (from £15,105). This powertrain and 
a ‘twin-charger’ - supercharged and tur¬ 
bocharged - version due later this year, 
should help the predicted swing back to 
petrol.

JeepCherokee 



JEEP founded its fortunes in the 
UK with the 1993 vintage Cherokee. 

Those who needed a ‘proper 4x4’ plus crea¬ 
ture comforts and estate car versatility at an 
affordable price were delighted with the 
‘rugged Yank’. 

Many of those same customers were dis¬ 
mayed in 2001 when the next generation 
Cherokee became more compact SUV (sports 
utility vehicle), echoing the styling of the 
Toyota RAV4, albeit with proper off-road abil¬ 
ity in the Jeep tradition. 

We saw a return to form last year though 
with an all-new Cherokee that more closely 
resembles the 1990s version in style and ver¬ 
satility, gaining much better road manners 


while retaining that legendary 4x4 clout. 

As always with the American 4x4 specialist, 
you get a lot of off-road ‘green welly’ for your 
bucks, though the Jeep entry models nowa¬ 
days are the family hatchback-price sisters, 
the Patriot and slightly less butch Compass. 

There is also just a single model and it’s a 
diesel: the £24,077 five-door Cherokee 2.8 
CRD Limited. With a £983 auto’ gearbox as 
tested here, a £950 full-length SkySlider can¬ 
vas sunroof or Chrysler Group’s clever MyGig 
infotainment system (£1,500) as the only addi¬ 
tional main options, this well-specc’d model 
should meet most buyers’ needs in a 4x4 sec¬ 
tor much affected by the sudden recession. 

I didn’t have the chance to test the Cherokee 
off-road, but I have no reason to suspect that 


Jeep has thrown away its unique selling point 
at such a crucial time, especially when you see 
the decent clearance in the wheel arches and 
beneath its underbelly. The front wheels are 
set well to the fore too, enabling the Cherokee 
to mount the steepest of inclines. 

There is also ample headroom and grab han¬ 
dles inside for the bumpiest of off-road outings. 

But let’s face it, 4x4s spend most of their 
lives on-road and that is where the latest 
Cherokee triumphs over its forbears. 

The high body has a lean typical of lofty 4x4s 
and the steering could be sharper, but the ride 
quality is impressive for what promises to be a 
stout performer off-road. A simple three-way 
selector allows choice of two-wheel drive only 
for maximum economy, 4x4 auto and low ratio 


4x4 for real mud-conquering exploits. 

There are signs Jeep’s Chrysler Group par¬ 
ent is learning the lesson on interiors; Brits 
expect better finishing and design and while the 
‘base’ plastic on the Cherokee is still off the pace, 
the car is well trimmed, detailed with alloy and 
chrome and the dash is generally well-arranged. 

There is plenty of useful stowage too, with 
rear seats that fold flat to create a proper load 
floor and an ample boot - with underfloor 
space - that can be loaded via the rear window 
or by lifting the tailgate completely. 

The car is also fitted with leather seats - 
heated in front - as standard and drips with 
enough additional goodies to make this solo 
model look exceptionally good value. 

I would think carefully about the five-speed

auto’ option though, even if the additional Hill 
Descent Control system is claimed to boost 
downhill grip in low-traction conditions; the 
self-shifter is no less economical or sprightly 
than the standard manual ‘box, but higher 
emissions tip it from a bearable £210/year road 
tax band into the maximum £400/year bracket. 

It might not sound much in the great scheme 
of things for a keenly priced ‘real world’ 4x4, 
but Kent motor dealers keep telling me how 
much influence a hundred quid or so a year 
makes with buyers nowadays, especially at a 
time when the once buoyant 4x4 sector is 
fighting for its life.

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Slump sows seeds of doubt

FARMLAND prices in Kent are 
holding up well in the current 
extremely difficult market - but in 
line with the rest of the UK they 
slumped in the last part of 2009. 


Nationally, prices had previously rocketed on 
the back of the commodities boom, but in the last 
three months of last year they fell dramatically. 

Market specialist Knight Frank said they 
dropped by five per cent - the biggest quarterly 
fall in prices since records began 14 years ago - to 
an average of £4,796 an acre. 

And forecasts say that they could fall a 
further six per cent over the next year, before 
levelling off. 

Before the tumble prices were going up as new

investors dug into the sector, especially City 
workers aiming to buy second homes and 
incomes. In fact, over the whole year, despite 
that last quarter, prices rose an average 16 
per cent. 

In Kent, prime arable land prices fell to 
£6,250 an acre in the last half of 2009 (six 
monthly figures only are available), compared 
with £7,000 in the first half, while average 
grade arable fell from £5,750 to £5,250, and 
poor grade fell from £4,667 to £4,500. 

For pasture, prime grade fell from £5,167 to 
£4,750, average grade from £4,333 to £4,250 
and poor grade from £3,833 to £3,750. 

Anecdotally there hasn’t been very much 
farmland sold in Kent so far this year, which 
makes it difficult to say exactly where values 
are at the moment. 

Andrew Shirley, head of rural land research 
at Knight Frank, said: “It would have been 
amazing if farmland had been able to totally 
buck the worsening economic climate that 
has affected all other property sectors. 

“Values have now started to fall after rising 
rapidly in the first half of 2009 and briefly 
levelling off in the third quarter of the year. 
The five per cent decline in average values 
across England during the final three 
months of 2009 was the largest in the histo¬ 
ry of the Knight Frank Farmland Index. 

“Values rose sharply earlier last year 
because there was not enough farmland 
available to satisfy the pool of eager buyers, 
which included investors and UK and 
foreign farmers. 

“That imbalance, however, has now shifted 
with the number of active purchasers signif¬ 
icantly reduced. 

“Economic problems in their own countries

mean the flow of Irish and Scandinavian 
farmers and investors has dwindled to a 
trickle, despite a favourable exchange rate, 
while an expected drop in profitability this 
year is making UK farmers more cautious. 

“Those ‘lifestyle’ buyers looking for an 
attractive rural home have been hit hard by 
the credit crunch and investors are also 
struggling to raise funds. Even those buyers 
with money to spend are standing on the 
sidelines waiting to see if the market drops 
further in 2009. 

“We are predicting a further average fall of 
about six per cent with prices then levelling 
off before the end of the year. The farmland 
market should definitely prove more resilient 
than residential or commercial property. 

“Despite an increase in volumes last year, 
the availability of land remains historically 
low and there is little evidence to suggest a 
flood of forced sales that could pull prices 
down dramatically.”

Airport chiefs warning 
over engineer shortage

A BIG shortage of aircraft 
engineers could lead to 
firms going abroad for 
maintenance services and 
UK losing out, a leading 
Kent aviation boss claims. 

Cliff Spink, managing director of 
London Ashford Airport at Lydd, said 
a shortage of facilities and qualified 
engineers in the UK could see more 
aircraft operators going to the 
Continent for maintenance services. 

He said: “There’s already a waiting 
list for aircraft repair and mainte¬ 
nance facilities and if we don’t meet 
demand here, more of the work could 
end up being outsourced abroad.” 

More controversially, he said allow¬ 
ing regional airports such as LAA to 
reach their full potential would go a 
long way to addressing the problem. 

He added: “Our ambitions go way 
beyond a new terminal building and 
runway extension. We have the capac¬ 
ity to develop a complete aviation 
business enterprise here, providing 
first-class aircraft servicing and 
maintenance facilities. 

“This will generate a whole spec¬ 
trum of employment - aircraft main¬ 
tenance involves eveiything from inte¬ 
rior fittings and upholsteiy to elec¬ 
tronics, engineering and metal work.” 

One company already thriving at 
Lydd is Phoenix Aero Engineering, 
which provides maintenance sup¬ 
port to both private individuals and 
commercial operations. Despite 
being relatively small, Phoenix is 
steadily expanding. 

“The lack of CAA licensed engi¬ 
neers is well publicised,” says James 


Giller, Phoenix’s engineering mainte¬ 
nance manager. “Depending on 
which publication you read, the 
shortfall is estimated to be between 
4,000 and 8,000. 

“The CAA licence is recognised 
as a standard of excellence world¬ 
wide and, despite the current cli¬ 


mate, it’s a field that is in demand. 

“Every week we get requests from 
locals who want to explore aviation 
as a career. We have already 
employed two local young men and 
intend to take them through the long 
and complex licensing process. As we 
expand, we’ll be taking on more.”

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Touched by hand of Hod 

Former Whites p la ver turns to ex-Snurs legend for inspiration

A FORMER Dover Athletic mid¬ 
fielder is trying his luck in Glenn 
Hoddle’s football academy, seen as 
a last chance saloon for players try¬ 
ing to get into League teams. 

James Simmonds spent a month at Crabble 
with Dover at the end of their Ryman South 
title-winning season, after manager Andy 
Hessenthaler used his extensive contacts to bring 
him in from Premier League giants, Chelsea. 

Simmonds returned to Chelsea at the end 
of the season but the 21-year-old midfield¬ 
er found his opportunities at Stamford 
Bridge limited and was released by the 
club last year. 

He, together with 40 other young footballers, 
have now been picked up by the Glenn Hoddle 
Academy (GHA) aiming for a route back into 
professional football. 

The academy is entirely Hoddle’s project in 
which he takes young footballers from around 
Europe and gives them an opportunity to 
improve so they stand a better chance of being 
signed by a League club. 

The concept is described as being “the first 
independent, professional football academy, 
offering an alternative to the professional 
club system.

“The primary goal of the GHA will be to offer 
a genuine route back into professional football 
for some of the youngsters discarded by the 
professional system.” 


Simmonds featured in the BBC’s Football 
Focus last weekend in which he hoped he 
would be given another chance to feature at 
League level. 


Hessenthaler, who managed him during his 
time at Crabble, is unsure whether the GHA 
provides enough competitive football for play¬ 
ers to progress, but agrees it’s a good thing to 
give players a second chance. 

He said: “Leaving Chelsea was the best 
thing for him. I think there’s nothing wrong 
with going for trials at other clubs, but I think 
some players are a bit unrealistic and set 
their standards too high. There is no reason 
not to drop down as it may give you a chance 
to get back up.” 

Gillingham legend Hessenthaler experi¬ 
enced having to drop down divisions after 
being released by Lennie Lawrence at 
Charlton, but felt the experience made him a 
better player. 

As manager of the Gills in the 
Championship, the now Dover boss had to 
release youngsters and older players from 
their contracts, and while admitting it was¬ 
n’t easy, he believes non league football pro¬ 
vides a chance for players to put themselves 
in the shop window. 

“Personally, if you are released by a club 
there is no reason not to drop down and play 
non league football,” he said. 

“It’s what I did and I benefited from it. If 
my son were to leave Chelsea at 16 I would 
encourage him to get into non league as it 
opens your eyes and makes you physically 
stronger. The game is all about opinions and I 
always tell players to prove me wrong.”

finished third. 

Coleman said: “I was aware of the 
record when I crossed the line. It 
was great as it was something I 
wanted to achieve. 

“The event is prestigious among 
runners so that is what drives me 
on to try and win it each year. No 
one has won six times in a row 
before, but I want to win it nine 
times which would make me the 
most successful athlete in the com¬ 
petition.” 

Coleman will hope to continue 
his form at the South of England 
Cross Country Championships at 
Hillingdon in Middlesex on 
January 24.

Lisa can be our next 
golden girl, says Kelly

LISA Dobriskey is on her way to 
landing a medal at the 2012 
Olympics if she realises her full 
potential, according to double gold 
medallist Dame Kelly Holmes. 

Kent-based Holmes has watched 
Dobriskey’s career from afar and wasn’t over¬ 
ly surprised that she performed so well in fin¬ 
ishing fourth in the 1500 metres at Beijing. 

Dobriskey, who turned 25 last month, has a 
bright future after her efforts in Beijing and 
the Commonwealth champion is tipped to 
win a gold medal 2012 - a feat that will make 
her the first Briton to win gold in the 1500 
metres since Holmes at the 2004 games. 

Having experienced what it takes to win in 
both 800m and 1500 metre finals at the Athens 
games, Holmes told Kent on Sunday that 
Ashford-bom Dobriskey will have learnt from the 
heartbreak of missing out on a medal in Beijing.

Holmes said: “Lisa knows she didn’t run her 
best race there and that was her big learning 
curve, but actually that’s happened now and 
she won’t make those mistakes again. 

“She is talented and showed her ability by 
becoming Commonwealth champion in 2006 
and then finished fourth at the Olympics. 
She’s a brilliant athlete and I think she will go 
a long way.” 


The agony of finishing outside of a medal 
place in a major tournament is not something 
Dobriskey will be cherishing at present, but 
Holmes insists it’s an important part of her 
development as an athlete and will make her 
stronger. 

Dobriskey has another busy year in which 
the focal point will be the World 
Championships in Berlin. After coming back 
from Beijing and winning the Manhatten 
Mile, the Great North Mile event and the 
Norwich Union Grand Prix in Gateshead, you 
wouldn’t bet against Dobriskey finishing top 
of the pile in Germany. 

Holmes added: “She probably learnt a lot 
from Beijing and you have to go through 
those types of experiences and that one for 
her will be the one that takes her on to the 
next level. 

“She has just got to carry on doing what she 
is doing and believing in herself, knowing 
that she has a lot more to give. 

“She hasn’t reached her full potential yet 
and yet she was fourth at the Olympic games. 

“She has potential to go a lot ftirther.”

Disabled sailor’s race against time for 2012

A SAILOR from Kent who recov¬ 
ered from the brink of death to 
compete at the top level of disabled 
sport, is facing another struggle 
against the odds in his aim to com¬ 
pete at the London Paralympics. 

Michael Cogswell is in a race against time 
to secure the sponsorship he needs to com¬ 
plete this season after his backers pulled out 
due to economic problems. It leaves him at 
risk of missing out on subsidies worth 
£50,000 a year up to 2012, which will be 
handed out to top performers at the Disabled 
World Championships in October. 

“It’s a catch 22 situation,” Cogswell said. 
“There’s no UK Sport funding allocated at a 
reasonable level until you have proven your¬ 
self in the medal zone at the World 
Championships, but it’s very difficult to get 
there without the funding. 

“It’s hard to say for sure, but missing out on 
funding would probably make it two or three 
times harder to make it to 2012, that’s why 
this year is so important.” 

The 44-year-old, from Pluckley, took up 
disability sailing following a skiing accident 
in 1999 which left him paralysed from the 
chest down. His injuries, which included a 
broken back and ripped heart, were original¬ 
ly diagnosed as non-survivable, but after 
three weeks in intensive care and six months 
in rehab, he was able to leave hospital. 

Although he had not sailed before his 
accident, it appealed because it allowed the 
disabled to compete on the same level with 
the able-bodied. 

After six years building up the experience 
needed to challenge for top honours, a change

in the regulations helped his aim of qualify¬ 
ing for the Paralympics. The three-person 
class will demand someone of his type of dis¬ 
ability to be in the boat and Cogswell is con¬ 
fident he has what it takes to be successful. 

He said: “Only one or two will change to go 
into the three-person class so even I would be 
right up there and in a good position to win 
gold in London 2012.” 

The rule change makes his loss of sponsor¬ 
ship all the more frustrating. Without the 
ability to compete at the World 
Championships in Greece his hopes of quali¬ 
fying for 2012 would reduce dramatically. 


Mike Bishop, manager for disabled people 
at Kent Sports Development Unit, believes 
athletes aiming to make the Paralympics 
will be harder hit than ones with Olympic 
ambitions. 

He said: “Team GB won three times as 
many medals in the Beijing Paralympics 
compared to the Olympics and I would say 
firms would get more mileage from support¬ 
ing a Paralympian. 

“But you could argue they have a lower pro¬ 
file so from a business point of view they are 
not as good to support because they have a 
lower profile.” 


Manager says

GRAHAM Ford cites unfinished 
business on the international 
cricket scene as his motivation 
for wanting the job as England 
coach - and said a chance to take 
the role would be a “privilege”. 

Speaking from his home in South Africa, 
Kent’s highly respected director of cricket 
confirmed his interest in the vacant England 
coach’s position but told Kent on Sunday he 
has yet to be contacted by anyone at the 
England and Wales Cricket Board. 

The county have stated publicly they 
wouldn’t stand in Ford’s way of coaching at 
international level and skipper Rob Key has 
voiced his support for the quietly spoken 
South African, touted as being a front run¬ 
ner together with Australian Tom Moody. 

Having coached in England since 2004, 
Ford believes he has the understanding of 
the English game both nationally and 
domestically. 

He said: “I think it is a job anyone would 
want. It is something I would like to explore 
and find out the dynamics within the set up 
and then make a decision as a result of that. 

“I have been involved in the England sys¬ 
tem for a while and I really feel a part of it. 
I have learnt a lot about the English players 
and it’s not as though I would be going into 
a job without any knowledge of what play¬ 
ers are around. 

“To be part of English cricket is a privilege 
and the thought of going one step further 
really interests me.” 

Ford already has experience of coaching a 
top international side, having led South 
Africa from 1999 to 2001 before he was 



sacked during the Hansie Cronje affair. 

Many in the game believe the 48-year-old 
was harshly dealt with as South Africa had 
won eight out of 11 Test matches while he 
was coach. 

Ford feels he is a better coach eight years 
on and draws a comparison with England’s 
former coach Duncan Fletcher. 

The Zimbabwean established a good 
understanding of the game while coach of 
Glamorgan before moving on to England. 

The understanding of English cricket 
and its players is something Ford believes 
is a strength that could help him land the 
job. 

“I have had a taste of what it’s like to be 
on the big stage and it’s something I 
would like to have a chance at again,” he 
said. 

“Duncan Fletcher became a good coach 
because he was given time to learn and then 
improve at the top. 

“I certainly feel there are a lot of talented 
players in the England dressing room and 
there is no reason 
why they couldn’t 
make the step up 
as one of the best 
sides in the world.” 

If Ford is to make the 
step up to international level it maybe the 
England dressing room that he has to focus 
on first. The reported split over who was 
with former captain Kevin Pietersen and 
who was with Peter Moores is not some¬ 
thing Ford has taken much interest in, but 
did explain how he would try and deal with 
the situation as a coach. 

“In team sport at the top level you are 
dealing with big egos and some that are not 
accessible because they are at the top of 
their game,” he said. “But one has to talk 
these things through and make sure the 
team is a unit as everyone knows a group of 
individuals will never play well as a team.” 

It’s not the first time Ford has courted 
interest from an international side as he 
turned down India in 2007 and New 
Zealand at the end of last season. 

He turned down the India job due to fam¬ 
ily reasons and then ruled himself out of the 
running as coach of New Zealand after

being quoted as saying he didn’t want to be 
seen running away when things weren’t at 
their best at Kent following their relegation. 

So what has changed between then and 
now putting his name in the frame with 
England? 

“I know the players in England and I 
know who is likely to contest for a Test 
place. In New Zealand I do not know their 
domestic players and for me that doesn’t 
sound right when you have no knowledge of 
the guys you are likely to work with. 
England have always been a country I 
admire and it would be an absolute privilege 
to work with the top players.”

It’s 
my local club but I felt it was 
time to move on and when I 
knew Peterborough were inter¬ 
ested I knew that was the one 
for me as the club is going in 
the right direction.”
